IS KILLED ABROAD 


To Be Sounded Between 
4 and 6 P. M., Saturday, 
August 4th

Test To Familiarize Vehicle 
Operators With The 
System 


An air raid alert in which e m er­ 
gency vehicles will move to dis­ 
persal areas will be conducted here 
Saturday. August 4th. it was a n ­ 
nounced today by H ow ard Boyd, 
S ecurity Chief. 
The alert will be sounded som e­ 
tim e between four and six o’clock 
in the afternoon. With the sounding 
of the signal all em ergency vehicles 
will move to the dispersal areas 
established around the perim eter of 
Bristol. 
At such points they will 
receive fu rth e r o rd ers by radio s ta ­ 
tions which are to be established 
at these points. 
The h ead qu arters 
for the nir raid alert will be a t the 
B ristol Municipal Building. 
T he radio com m unications are in 
ch arg e of Dr. Samuel Katz. John 
Rafferty and P ra n k Sugalski. 
D uring the test th e em ergency 
vehicles will go to designated loca­ 
tions and then over the radio com ­ 
m unications system they will be 
given fu rth er orders. 
The test is to fam iliarize o p e r­ 
ato rs of em ergency vehicles with the 
system , which would be put into 
service in case of an atom ic attack 
on Bristol. In c ase of such an a t­ 
tack those vehicles designated as 
em ergency vehicles 
would go to 
certain designated spots and th ere 
aw ait orders dispatching them to 
other locations w here they would 
play an im portant part in aiding 
and assistihg In such an emergency. 
The emegency vehicles consist of 
am bulances and fire trucks.

J 
T w o-thirds of this time has been 
devoted to spraying in the T o w n - I 
ship, while the rem aining third has 
ben found ample to do the Borough 
because of its compactness. 
A nnouncement 
was

made 
that the com m ittee's mosquito trap 
has ju st been put into operation. 
T his device, which will be emptied 
of its catch daily, will enable the 
com m ittee to forw ard the speci­ 
m ens to the Pennsylvania D e p a rt­ 
m ent of H ealth for detailed analysis. 
Residents of both the Borough 
and the Tow nship are again urged 
to elim inate all potential breeding! 
places near and around their homes, 
particular em phasis being placed on 
the

holding containers, the ideal breed­ 
ing spot of the mosquito.
